ROME, Feb. 1,—Ita'y pro- 
claimed its defiance to the world 
last night on the eve of another 
momentous Fascist grand council 
session.

Premier Mussolini wilt give fur- 
ther indication of his refusal to 
tolerate interference in the war 
against Ethiopia. 

Meanwhile semi-official sources 
interpreted Il Duce’s warning of 
“the resolute determination of the 
Italian people” at Thursday's cab- 
inet council méeting as new proof 
that he intends to strengthen his 
figting forces for any emergency, 


whether in Europe or in East 
Africa. 
Popolo D'’Italia 
Launches Appeal 

MILAN, Italy, Feb. 1.—Premier 
Mussolini's newspaper, Popolo 
D'Italia, launched an “alarm and 


appeal” to European students last 
night to “nail blood-thirsty political 
dabblers to the wall with their own 
responsibilities.” 

The appeal was printed on the 
eve of a meeting of the Fascist 
gtand council in Rome and of the 
celebration of “Militia Day” today. 

The paper said that “if sanctions 
are extended” and if victory in the 
political field is obtained by the 
pressure of “imperialists and the 
blood-thirsty,” Europe will march 
fatefully towards “the most terrible 
and most unjust war” which hu- 
manity hes seen.

Born on June 23, 1894, in the 
simple house in Richmond known 
ps White Lodge, Edward, in 1914, 
had already passed through the 
naval training schools at Osborne 
and Dartmouth. At Osborne, his 
mates knew him simply as “the 
sardine,” and at both schools every | 
effort was made to see that he got 
the same treatment as all other} 
boys. 

After Dartmouth he was gazctted 
for midshipman service on the 
Hindustan. For several months he 
went through intensive training in 
navigation, gunnery, seamanship, 
and administration. He then left 
the navy and, after brief residence 
in France, was sent at 18 to Oxford 

The year 1913 found him there 
at Magdalen College, a rank-and- 
file member of the officers’ training 
corps. He won a Jance - corporal- 
ship, of which he was prouder than 
he was later of immeasurably 
greater honors—for he always felt 
he had ecarned the reward on his 
own.

FOR TETANUS 


ST. LOUIS, Feb. 1—A new 
toxoid for tetanus, which does 


not wear off like anti-toxin, and 
thus prevents recurrence of the 
disease, was aznounced Friday 
by the Washington University 
School of Medicine. A_ similar 
treatment was developed inde- 
pendently and almost at the 
same time in France, the uni- 
versity said. 

During the war, wounded sol- 
diers were given anti-toxin as 
a matter of routine treatment 
and the death rate for the dis- 
ease was cut almost to a mini- 
mum. It was found, however, 
that the antitoxin wore off. 

The new toxoid stimulates a 
patient’s body to produce its 
own anatitoxin, and thus gives 
active, instead of passive, im- 
munity. The university said it 
has been used successfully at 
many hospitals.

ALBERTA’S SALT DEPOSIT 

Hon. C. C. Ross announces that a permit has 
been issued to a private party to explore a 
7000-acre tract in the McMurray area, “with a 
view to developing the property and its salt 
resources.” 

It will be good news to all who are inter- 
ested in bringing the latent resources of the 
province into use that attention is being given 
to the salt deposits in that area. 

Years ago a company, backed by Edmonton 
men, erected a plant there and undertook the 
commercial production of salt. The product was 
placed on the western market, was satisfactory 
to users, and the enterprise had a promise of 
being successful, 

But the plant was closed down and the un- 
dertaking given up for lack of proper transport- 
ation facilities, or lack of sufficient market, or 
other causes. 

Now that attention is again being directed 
to this great store of unused wealth, it might be 
worth while to do some “boring” into the con- 
ditions which forced the company to abandon 
its undertaking, quit business and pocket a loss. 

The information thus secured as to condi- 
tions surrounding the industry, and cenditions 
necessary to success, might be useful. 


PENSIONS AT SIXTY 

Senator Borah would like to be the Republi- 
can candidate for the presidency of the United 
States, on a “platform” that “Every person of 
60 years or over deserves an eld age pension 
of $50 to $60 a month.” 

There is no mystery as to why the Senator 
would like to run on that platform. It is a 
long-standing conviction with him. And any- 
one with sense enough to be a presidential can- 
didate can see the vote-getting possibilties of it. 
Whether or not the Republicans nominate the 
Senator, it is fair guessing that they will steal 
his pension “plank.” They could hardly afford 
not to. 

This of course is a modified Townsend plan, 
modified to about one-quarter of the orignal. 
The original, the Senator says, is impracticable. 
That seems to be the only valid criticism yet 
offered to it—that the country could not afford 
to pay the propesed $200 per month, and that 
the pensioners do not need that much. 

This line of criticism cannot be aimed at the 
Borah figure of $50 to $60 a month. To argue 
that pensions of that amount could not be paid 
would be to say that the United States could 
not provide a decent living for its entire popu- 
lation—which is a self-evident absurdity. 

Canadians should be interested in Senator 
Borah’'s proposition and what comes of it. 
Should the United States adopt his plan of 
retiral pensions at sixty years, Canada will 
follow suit promptly, and of necessity. 


A FAMILY ROW? 


The Dominion- provincial conference at 
Ottawa has adjourned, indefinitely, leaving a 
sub-committee of legal experts to try to find the 
lucky “formula” which the larger body failed 
to locate. 

The impression given by the fragmentary 
reports of the “secret” meetings is that the 
conference—which was supposed to concern 
itself only with methods of procedure-—went 
back to the main question and split on the pro- 
posal that Canadw should obtain power to 
amend its constitution without reference to the 
parliament of Great Britain. 

This rather spoils the pleasant picture of 
national consciousness presented in December, 
when the general federal-provincial conference 
agreed that this change was desirable, and noth- 
ing remained but to work out the procedure by 
which the parliament of Canada should do the 
amending. 

That there might be a fall-out among the 
provinces over the method to be followed was 
clearly liable; but that the original question 
should be revived and become a cause of 
cleavage was hardly to be looked for. 

Canada's constitution provided the general 
pattern on which those of the other Dominions 
were built. It would be strange if Canada 
should céntinue to be the only one of the Dom- 
inions without power to amend its constitution. 
That may conceivably happen, if the “under 
ground” reports of a fall-out at Ottawa are 
correct. 


SUSPENDING PAYMENTS 
Recommended by Commissioner Mitchell, 
the city council will ask the legislature for per- 
mission to with-hold $250,000 from sinking fund 
payments during the present and each of the 


two following years; the sinking fund board to 
be given ten year bonds in licu of the cash, 

Suspension of payments under any other 
name, and by any method, amounts to the’same 
thing. What was a year ago declaimed against 
as an unthinkable violation of sacred contracts 
is now the calculated policy of council—as it 
should be and should have been last year. 

Will Edmonton's credit go to wreck and 
ruin in consequence? It will not. Neither will 
the heavens fall, nor any other terrible thing 
happen in the world of nature, the realm of 
finance, or the domain of morals. 

The credit of the city will be strengthened, 
not injured, and its fidelity to its obligations 
will not be called in question. 

Bond-holders and those who assume to 
speak for them know taxpayers cannot do the 
impossible. They only pretend to think they 
can in order to keep up the tradition that some 
peculiar sanctity attaches to money contracts 
which does not attach to others. When it be- 
comes a choice of easing down a contract or 
not getting paid, the tradition is dropped and 
a compromise accepted. 

In this case the bond-holders are not even 
being asked about it. But they will not raise 
any objection. Their investments will be safer 
because of the suspension of payments; and 
that is more important to them than the letter 
of the contracts or the tradition of unchange- 
ability.

There has been renewed discussion of late 
about the freedom of the press in Canada and 
the importance of press ethics, which in Canada, 
rate highly. Sometimes, I think, certain editors 
fall over backwards in their efforts to be too 
upright. As a reporter I was once threatened 
with dismissal for using in a report of true 
bills returned by a grand jury, the correct word 
used on the indictment. Instead of using the 
word of the Criminal Code, I was instructed to 
call it “a statutory offence,” whereas it is not a 
statutory offence but a breach of the Criminal 
Code. It may be a defect in my mental make- 
up; I still can’t understand why people should 
be afraid of the correct word for a thing that 
they are quite willing to discuss under remote 


’ and loosely incorrect phrasing. 


I notice that in an address to the Yukon and 
B.C. Press Conference recently, Mr. B. A. Mc- 
Kelvie, editor of the Victoria Colonist, took 
unction to his publication, saying it had a 
settled policy never to mention a suit for 
divorce or a suicide. He added that in case of 
suicide, his paper announced that the deceased 
had “passed away suddenly.” 

Why should one be afraid of mentioning a 
suit under the law of the land that is obviously 
couched in hope by the plaintiff-petitioner. 
Failure to mention the outcome may result in 
embarrassments to both parties. Nor does the 
masking of a case of suicide by saying ®hat the 
party “passed away suddenly” help matters. 
The sapient and perspicacious Victorians know 
Awhat is meant. As a matter of reasoning it 
makes it worse. Numbers of elderly folk with 
bad hearts and hardened arteries retire to Vic- 
toria to end their days in quiet. Not one of 
them may pass away suddenly without running 
the risk of being suspect by the townspeople of 
having committed suicide. 

Of the two, I much prefer the robust journ- 
alism of the “Interior News” of Smithers, B.C. 
Announcing the elevation of its local M.L.A, 
former Attorney-general A. M. Manson, to the 
Supreme Court bench, the paper says: 

“As a member for Omineca for the past 
decade, he kept many of his old constituents 
out of jail... now, as a Supreme Court judge, 
he may find it necessary to incarcerate some 
of his former supporters.” 


Down in San Diego, the good folks are pro- 
testing against having a nudist colony at the 
California Pacific International Exposition, 
when it re-opens on Feb. 12. All those specially 
impelled to protect purity—the Women’s Civic 
Centre, the Civic Club, the National Council of 
Catholic Women and the San Diego Council— 
are in arms to protect the public from seeing 
the human body as God designed it, 

To these defenders of purity has been joined 
another body, the San Diego Braille Club. Now 
the interesting thing about the San Diego Braille 
Club is that it is entirely composed of persons 
who couldn't see anything to complain about if 
they were planked down in the middle of a 
nudist colony. It is a club for blind people. 

Of course we have many illustrations of per- 
sons interfering with matters which in the 
nature of things, they have no personal interest 
in—old maids discussing the upbringing of chil- 
dren, prohibitionists interfering with the free- 
dom of those who find liquor is acceptable to 
them, persons pledged to celibacy opposing 
divorce and birth control. But this protest of 
the blind persons of San Diego against permit- 
ting a nudist colony is new, and strikes us with 
the full force of its unreason. 

How can they know, as do pure-minded 
people with eyes, that the sight of the human 
body is loathsome, degrading and fills the 
minds of the pure with foul imaginings and 
crapulous desires. 

This moral crusade of the blind of San Diego 
makes one wonder whether much of the protest 
of prudery isn’t really a protest against the in- 
ability to enjoy beauty.

Yesterday I received a postal card from a 
man who states: “Everybody tells me that I use 
wrong combinations of foods but I don’t know 
what I am doing that is wrong and how to make 


any changes for the better. I thought I would 
write to you and see if you can help me.” 

Many years ago, when I 
first started teaching the 
theory of food combinations, 
this important subject was 
almost untouched. However, 
the public as a whole is now 
awakening to the fact that 
proper combinations of foods 
have a great deal to do with 
continued good health and 
more and more people are 
becoming conscious of the 
fact that there is a right 
way and also a wrong way to combine foods. 

I believe that the food which most people 
have the most difficulty in learning how to 
combine properly is the class of foods known as 
starches. The disturbance resulting from a 
wrong combination of starchy food is most like- 
ly to appear in those with some digestive dis- 
order, I first became convinced that wrong 
food combinations will cause indigestion in 
those with a tendency to stomach trouble by 
watching the action of the stomach and intes- 
tines upon various foods through studying 
those organs with the fluroscopic X-ray. All of 
my study has convinced me.that there is a great 
deal of practical value to be found through 
learning how to combine foods properly. The 
results I have secured in getting sick people 
well have thoroughly convinced me that the 
patient who will use good food combinations 
will recover more rapidly than the patient who 
used haphazard or incorrect combinations. 

The human digestive system has been ar- 
ranged to handle almost every kind of food. 
It will digest proteins and starches but it digests 
them with different types of secretions which 
are actually to some extent antagonistic to each 
othe® One of the common results when a 
protein such as meat is mixed at the same meal 
with a starch such as bread by a patient with a 
tendency to digestive distress is that the starch 
passes through the small intestine while still in 
an undigested state. It will tMen frequently 
ferment, causing a form of starch indigestion 
which will lead to excessive intestinal gas. 
Anyone who is troubled in this way and who in 
addition has a weak digestion will do well to 
avoid using straches with the protein foods. 
That is—you should avoid cheese, meat or other 
proteins at a starchy meal. 

If you would like to have some rules to fol- 
low for the correct combination of starchy 
foods, I believe that the best plan is for you to 
write to me, enclosing a large, self-addressed 
envelope and ten cents. If you will ask for the 
article called Starchy Combinations, this will 
be sent to you and then you can place the 
article in your kitchen where you may readily 
refer to it from time to time.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. T. E. L. writes: “Although 
I have been told that my heart is in good con- 
dition and my lungs are all right I notice that 
almost any activity will cause me to become 
short of breath.” 

ANSWER: If the heart and lungs are 
normal, the most likely causes are muscular 
weakness due to lack of exercise, and anemia. 
If the symptom is due to not enough exercise, 
you will find that it will disappear if regular 
exercise is obtained. If the cause is anemia, as 
soon as the blood is brought back to normal, 
the shortness of breath will be overcome. You 
do not state if you are overweight; however, 
shortness of breath is a common symptom when 
the patient is too heavy. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Mildred T. states: “My 
trouble is that I have a spot on the back of the 
right leg where the skin is always cold. This 
chilly sensation remains even though I am in a 
warm room. I do not have any pain or stiff- 
ness, just a continual cold feeling.” 

QUESTION: Mr. T. L. D. writes: “Kindly 
advise as to the most likely cause of a pain in 
the center of the abdomen, just below the navel. 
For several months I have had an occasional 
pain in this location, but recently, it has be- 
come severe and continuous.” 

ANSWER: There are several different caus- 
es capable of producing the symptom you de- 
scribe. Among the possible are: Inflammation 
of the transverse colon, prolapsus of the stom- 
ach, an irritation in the small intestine, the 
beginning of umbilical hernia, obstructive 
colitis, and the condition known as Lane’s 
Kink. I could not attempt to tell you which 
cause is present without first examining you. 
The best plan is for you to see your doctor as 
soon as possible.

On this date in 1882 the first 
delivery of letters by carriers 
was inaugurated at Winnipeg.

That is, however, 
everywhere the price of progress.

While Sir Eric carries these pro- 
Posals to London, the Italian press, 
obviously inspired from higher-up, 
prints details of quite another set 
of Italian demands, These latter, 
intended for home consumption, 
ask for nothing less than the ced- 
ing of eight Ethiopian provinces to 
Italy, when not one single province 
has yet been entirely conquered. 
These demands are still arrogant 
and eondescending in tone, but they 
are so obviously a piece of camou- 
flage to delude the Italian people 
into believing that Italy is already 
in a position to dictate terms to a 
whipped enemy that even the man 
in the street shrugs his shoulders 
in unbelief. 

From what I learn, Sir Eric 
Drummond, who is one of the most 
brilliant younger members of the 
British diplomatic corps in Europe 
(he was for years the secretary- 
general of the League of Nations) 
carries proposals which may bring 
the war in Africa to an early term- 
ination.

One class of people want their power to make and keep money, 
incorporated into the national law by way of special privilege, 
through fear that less fortunate classes of the population, by force 
of mass action, will take the money. 


Another class of people want the capacity to make and keep 
money restricted by law to definite amounts, through fear that 
the rich will keep on getting richer and the poor will keep 
on getting poorer. 


These two opposing desires are based on fear; and lead to the 
non-constructive mind prevailing in affairs of government, and 
to the national machinery getting stuck on centre instead of 
working under conditions of national progress. 


In international affairs, the human aggregate is always a prey 
to fear, inflamed into disastrous action by suspicion and distrust. 


This is the world-wide platform of the fanatic and the dema- 
gogue. This is the death-dealing scope of a censored press. This 
is the misguiding force impelling the human aggregate into fear- 
stricken mass movement culminating in dictatorship. 


There are signs that the world is awakening to the dangers 
of the fear-crazéd condition giving scope to the murderous in- 
stincts of dictators. The smaller nations in the League of 
Nations membership seem fully aware that the primary necessity 
is a substituting of international co-operation for international 
fear. Twenty-five years of international co-operation would 
outlaw war. 


Even the exploratory beginning which has been made by the 
League of Nations is vastly better than no effort at all; and while 
the vision of an efficient internatinoal co-operation is not yet 
clear, the fact that many nations urgently support such co- 
operation is a very hopeful factor. Once the nations get over 
their fear of trading with each other, there will be hope of an 
end of war.

Enamel ware cannot be treated 
this way because the sudden change 
of temperature might ruin 
enamel. 

For lumpy saucés, too-thick sauc- 
es and too-greasy ones, there is a 
remedy. To the too-thick sauce 


fH} add more liquid. This may mean 


more seasoning because the extra 
quid 
sauce. 

Too-thin sauces can be thickened 
by adding more flour, stirred to a 
smooth paste with cold milk or 
water. Add only a little liquid at a 
time, stirring vigorously. 

To the too-greasy gravy add more 
flour, and since this naturally 
thickens the sauce, more liquid and 
then more seasonings. 

Very often a lumpy sauce may be 
made smooth by beating with a 
dover beater. If this fails, there is 
always the strainer to fall back on. 
Don't forget that the sauce will cool 
during straining and must be re- 
‘heated before serving. 

Curdled custard and mayonnaise 
are best beaten with a dover 
beater. 
beaten into a tablespoon of lemon 
juice in a fresh bowl. Add the 
curdled mixture gradually. Then 
all the rest of the oil just as if 
nothing had gone wrong. 


SAVING BURNED CAKE 

When cakes and cookies and bis- 
suits and rolls are burned, the best 
thing to do is to take off as much 
of the burner portion as possible. 
Corners and edges of cakes can be 
trimmed away relying on the frost- 
ing to cover the traces. Crisp sur- 
faces such as cookies and rolls can 
be grated with a fine grater to re- 
move the effects of too much heat. 

If boiled frosting is too thick or 
begins to stiffen too quickly, add 
hot water a few drops at a time, 
beating constantly. 

The frosting that remains runny 
in spite of beating should be put 
into the top of the double-boiler 
and cooked and beaten over hot 
water until the sugar begins to form 
crystals around the edge of the pan. 
Remove at once from water and 
beat until stiff enough to spread.

Nichols 
Series Of 


Weather Experiments 


EN ROUTE 
TO OTTAWA; 


Several Facts Significant in 
Weather Forecasting in 
Northern Alberta Dis- 
covered. 


| 

Prof. L. H. Nichols, of the Uni- | 
versity of Alberta, has for the 
last two years been conducting a 
series of experiments to test the 
temperture of the upper air in 
Northern Alberia and has discov- 
ered several facts significant in 
weather forecasting. 

The experiments have shown that 
the temperatures overhead have 
been moderate and even above 
freezing every day this winter. Dr. 
Nichols suggests that an Eiffel 
tower in Edmonion would prove an 
excéllent winter resort. for those 
who do not like the brand of 
weather at the surface, | 


CONDUCTED BY PLANE 

The experiments have been con- 
ducted by means of an airplane 
which has fastened to the wing 
strut a large and accurate ther- 
mometer. Recently a second ther- 
mometer has been employed also, 
the bulb of which is encased ir ice 
which gives a relatively lower tem- } 
perature than the other in propor- 
tion to the dryness of the air and | 
gives a clue to the amount of en- 
ergy available to produce storms or 
precipitation. 

Dr. ‘Nichols says: “Our weather 
conditions are controlled. by the 
inter-relation between different air | 
masses from different sources. 
Usually the warm air comes from 
the south or west. In other parts 
of Canada this warm air rises up 
over the cold air in the form of a 
thin wedge formation which usually 
produces snow or rain. In Alberta, 
on account of the Rockies being to 
the west, warm air from the Pa- 
cific doesn’t often reach the plains 
until after crossing the mountains, 
but travels east at a definite level 
above the ground, from 800 to 5000 | 
feet up. | 

“This is a peculiar phenomenon 
and the differences in temperature | 
between this layer and the ground 
are the most extreme ever record- 
ed in this work. The subject of 
air mass-relations has special sig- | 
nificance in Alberta as. an. aid to| 
weather forecasting.” 


USUALLY HIGHER HERE 

“My interest was first aroused 
by the work of the Bjerknes of 
Norway, and then I could see that | 
the temperature of the upper air 
here was usually higher than at 
ground level, This was noticeable 
because of the levelling out of 
smoke clouds and the sound con- 
ditions, as well as the reports of 
commercial pilots flying over Ed- 
monton, 

“Ten years ago I applied to the 
National Research Council to estab- 
lish a station here, equipped with 
a pilot balloon. However, the cost 
of such a balloon together with the 
necessary truck and wire was pro- 


hibitive, In recent years it has 
become evident that airplane 
flights are much cheaper in the 


Jong run, besides being more flex- 
ible with regard to the readings. 
The pilot can see just what is go- 
ing on and can direct his plans to 
obtain certain results.” 

The experiments have been con- 
ducted since the autumn of 1934, 
with flights, financed by the Car- 
negie Corporation, being made; 
during the winter months.

JANUARY NOT 
ANY T00 HOT 
RECORD SHOWS 


Temps Way Back in 1912 
Averaged 12.5 Below— 
Mild in 1919 


The month of January while not 
the coldest January ‘Edmonton folk 
have experienced was among the 
coldest ones weather records show. 
According to the ‘Veather Lady the 
mean temperature for January, 
1936, was -3.2 as compared to -4.1 
in 1935. The coldest January on 
record was way back in 1912 when 
the temperature averaged -12.5 for 
the entire month. 

The lowest minimum temperature 
in January was -29. In former 
years it has dropped as low as -55 
below. That was in 1922. In 1919 
the weather was mild when the 
lowest temperature was -15 in the 
month of January, 

The total percipitation this year, 
in Januafty was 1.78 inches, which 
ranks fairly high. In 1935 it was 
2.50 which is the highest on record. 
In 1931 the lowest on record, there 
was but a trace of percipitation. 

Sunshine was scarce this year 
with only 51.7 hours as compared 
to 1096 hours in 1931 the high 
year of all time. In 1924 there was 
but 44.7 hours which was the low 
record. 4 

The river ice is 22.6 inches thick 
this month. 

Weather records for January 
compared to other years show a 
sub-normal amount of sunshine 
with other things fairly normally 
and’a tendency for temperature to 
be on He low side. 


FAIR, COLD Is 
FORECAST NOW 


From a high of three above at 
3.00 p.m., Friday, the mercury slid 
to 15 below at 8.00 am., Saturday 
and the forecast for the week-end 
is “fair and cold.” 

At 9.00 a.m., Saturday, the mer- 
cury stood at 13 below, and indi- 
cations were that it might keep 
climbing to the usual above zero 
point around 3.00 p.m. 

Six points in the upper Mac- 
kenzie Valley and the Peace River 
country had temperatures lower 
than Edmonton, but not much lower.

Thursday te consider the advis- 
ability of postponing a million- 
dollar extension to the Edmonton , 
power plant. Jas, M. Robertson, 
consulting engineer of Montreal, 
expressed his views on the power 
situation and council adjourned 
to meet again at 5 p.m. next 
Thursday for further cons‘dera- 
tion of the question. 

It was explained after the meet- 
ing that nothing was discussed 
which could not have been said in 
public, but that Mr. Robertson felt 
it would be advisable to have a 
private conference with aldermen. 
NEW EQUIPMENT 

Main issue discussed was the ad- 
visability of installing a 10,000, 15,- 
000 or 20,000 kilowatt: machine for 
the production of the city's energy | 
requirements. Mr. Robertson ad- 
vised the purchase of a 20,000 kilo- 
watt unit, but suggested that in| 
view of the present unsatisfactory | 
condition of the money market that 
such an expenditure be deferred for | 
two or three years provided a satis- | 
factory power pact could be made! 
with the Calgary Power Co. 

Declaring the plant's boiler pres- 
sure to be obsolete, Mr. Robertson 
stated that 400-pound pressure was 
not considered standard for a 
highly efficient plant and that the 
power house was operating on a 
pressure of 160 pounds.

Plain Case Illustrates How 
Harassed Man Was 
_ Assisted 


In order to give some idea of the 
work that the Group Hospitaliza- 
tion Board is accomplishing through 
its hospitalization plan the follow- 
ing actual case is cited. This case 
leans rather to the extreme and 
while being no i cans typical is 
interesting insofar as it might have 
been the experience of any average 
working class family. 

This case concerns the wife of 
an Edmonton citizen already bur- 
dened with debt. On his salary of 
less than $60.00 a month, he was 
trying to maintain a home for him- 
self and his wife, as well as repay 
a portion of two former hospital 
bills. His is an average case and 
no information could be obtained 
at the time of his enrolment that 
would indicate that either himself 
or his wife was in poor or failing 
health. Less than three months 
after he joined the plan, his wife 
went to hospital as a maternity pa- 
tient, the cost of which he had to 
pay, this case falling outside the 
time restrictions set up in the plan. 
Four or five weeks after this 
woman was discharged to her 
home, she was re-admitted to hos- 
pital to clear up complications aris- 
ing from the maternity case. 


PAID IN FULL 

Intravenous feedings, two trips to 
the operating room, a blood irans- 
fusion and 17 hospital days suf- 
ficed to clear up her case. Upon 
her discharge, her bill, for public 
ward services, was paid in full by 
this board. With this man’s previ- 
ous experience with hospitals, is it 
any wonder that he is one of the 
strongest boosters and supporters 
we have today?

Survey of Alberta Citizens Reveals 


Through a survey conducted by the Group Hospitalization 
Board, under the chairmanship of Dr, A. F. Anderson of the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital, it was revealed that approximately one person 
in every ten was hospitalized with an average stay of 11 days, in 
These figures were obtained from official records and 
proved to be a safe guide for the plans development. 

During the first twelve months’ operation of the Group Hospital- 
ization Plan in the City of Edmonton approximately 15 per cent 
were hospitalized.

While attending this house 
of learning he took up Batchelor of 
Arts in Jurisprudence and in the 
fall of 1929 returned to Edmonton, 
joining the firm of Wood, Buchanan 
and Macdonald, having been with 
them ever since.

During school boy 
days he took a keen interest in 
hockey and baseball, although he 
participated in sporting events of 
all kinds. While attending Varsity 
he was a prominent performer on 
their rugby squad when they won 
the provincial championship in 
1925.

GERMANY ACTS 


Military Occupation of the 
Rhine Will be Signal 
For Action 


LONDON, Feb. 1.—German mil- 
itary occupation of the demilitariz- 
ed Rhineland would be followed 
by Turkish fortification of the Dar- 
danelles, authoritative Turkish cir- 
cles indicated here last night. 

Conversations here between 
Turkish foreign minister Tewfik 
Rustu Aras and foreign secretary 
Anthony Eden have revealed in- 
creasing interest by Great Britain 
in the affairs of the near east, es- 
pecially since the beginning of the 
Italo-Ethiopian war. The question 
of the Dardanelles was one matter 
discussed. 

Turkish spokesmen explained, in 
view of these talks, that their gov- 
ernment does not consider the 
problem of the Dardanelles as re- 
quiring an immediate solution. It 
was said, however, that the Turks 
would consider any violation of the 
demilitarized Rhineland zone by 
Germany as a repudiation of prin- 
ciple and ample justification for a 
change in the status of the demil- 
itarized Dardanelles.
